The remedy is simple. 
Feed the 
new corn sparingly until the hogs 
become thoroughly accustomed to it. 
It will pay to buy some old corn 
to mix with the new, or, what will 
be still better, to use a little con­ 
centrated feed like tankage or oil 
meal.

| Follow This S y stem a n d Y ou May Gat 
More A ccu ra te T im e . 
A’on cannot secure the best services 
j from a good watch or clock unless you 


I know how to wind them so as to cause 
j the least wear aud irregularity iii their 
delicate machinery. 
A watch should be w ound at the 
same time every day. 
If allowed to 
run down or even alm ost do so and 
then wound up until it will uot wind 
any further it cannot do as perfect 
work as a watch th a t is not allowed 
to run to its full capacity or wound 
up until it is as tight as it can he 
made. 
If a watch Is wound both morning 
and evening at about th e same hour 
and the key is given only enough turns 
to wind it a little less th an half what 
it could be wound the w atch will m r 
more evenly, wear m u ch longer and 
keep more accurate tim e than if it is 
wound up tight once a day. 
A watch spring will la st longer if it 
is wound when there is the least ex­ 
treme of temperature, and morning 
nm! evening are, of course, the best in 
that respect. 
It is more or less dangerous to wind 
a watch during a heavy electric storm, 
and it is best to avoid w inding while 
on an electric car. 
An eight day clock should be wound 
twice a week at as re g u la r periods as 
possible to secure th e best results. 
Never allow the clock to run down, 
and if possible do not w ind it until it 
is tight. 
Learn by experience ju s t how many 
turns of the key it ta k es to wind the 
clock to run eight days an d then when 
half of the week Is gone wind the 
clock by giving the key ju st half as 
many turns as it would require to wind 
It all the way. 
More accurate time 
will be had and It will avoid placing 
any of the parts In a strain, which Is 
frequently the cause of good clocks 
giving out in some particu lar before 
they have served half as long as they 
should. 
A little attention to this advice will 
lengthen the life of an y w atch or clock 
and make it a better timepiece.—New 
York American. 


A FAMOUS 
MISER. 


C ooke Died W e a lth y A f t e r a 
Life of 
Petty Savin g a n d T r ic k e r y . 
Thomas Cooke, know n as the “Isling­ 
ton miser.” left at bls death more than 
$300,000. Ills whole life w as one of pen­ 
ury, petty saving and petty trickery. 
Ile made it a habit In order to get 
meals for nothing to fall in a pretended 
fit in front of a house a t dinner time 
and on recovering ho would naturally 
tie invited to share the meal, which he 
always did after the p r o p e r amount of 
protestation. 
Often he would pretend 
to these kind people th a t they had sav­ 
ed his life, would m ake a great fuss 
over them and tell th em he Intended 
to remember them or their children in 
bis will. 
One man, a poor relation, occasional­ 
ly sent him small presents of butter. 
This angered Cooke, w ho said to him: 
“ Why send me such driblets, you who 
are to get thousands an d thousands at 
my death? 
Send me a firkin.” 
The 
firkin and several more w ere sent, hut 
neither this legacy n o r a n y of the oth­ 
ers came to reality. 
Like many men shrew d in jiett.v 
ways, he was easily deceived in mat­ 
ters out of his own line.

when his horse w as sick he was tis) 
mean to pay a horse doctor and ask<*<l 
advice of a quack, w ho told him lit* 
must take thirty onions, drill a hole 
through each, put them on a string, put 
the necklace around th e horse’s neck 
and let It stay there. 
T ho expense of 
thirty onions was too m uch; be bought 
fifteen, and when, a fte r many days, 
they had served their purpose, he took 
them to the servant and ordered her to 
make an onion porridge for the day'* 
dinner.—Exchange.

work in the cause of votes for women. 
In the course of her speech Airs. 
Kearns happened to mention the can­ 
ning she had done that day, and after 
she closed lier hearers crowded about 
lier to ask how she canned her peas. 
Then the idea popped into lier head 
timL here was a chanco to mnke some 
money for woman suffrage. 
Mrs. Snyder, one of the official can­ 
ning 
demonstrators 
of 
the 
United 
States farm bureau, was engaged as 
teacher. 
One town after another fell 
in with the movement, and all through 
the month of August the women gave 
practical demonstrations of the fact 
that better housewifery and enfran­ 
chisement of women are twin move­ 
ments. 
As Mrs. Kearns said: 
"W e are proving the fact that suf­ 
fragists can can aud, can campaign 
while they can. 
Suffrage stands for 
the hest way of being the hest sort of 
woman in the home. 
Why, it was 
only a week ngo that a whole house­ 
hold was poisoned with pea soup made 
from improperly prepared peas.” 
The Evening Mail of New York city 
says editorially of this movement: 
“'Tills sounds like nil Improvement 
on the old 
fashioned quilting bee. 
where the women talked about the 
parson’s last sermon and the parson’s 
wife’s new bonnet.

— Pays Tribute to XX oi k of .Miss 
Anne Hinriehsen. 


Peoria, 111., Oct. 29.— Illinois jails 
were criticised here today in an ad­ 
dress by Mrs. Lillian 
Dan all in of 
Jacksonville, IU.. .Mrs. Canakin spoke 
on ‘‘Consideration 
of Our charity 
F u n d s ” before the convention of the 
Illinois Equal 
Suffrage Association. 
She paid tribute to the work of Miss 
Anne Hinriehsen, of Jacksonville as 
inspector of public institutions of file 
stale. 
“ Such work as she is doing cannot 
fail to result in better conditions for 
our dependent and delinquent citi­ 
zens,” said Mrs. Danskin. 
“ It also 
cannot fail to 
inspire t e r r o r and 
alarm in the corrupt office seeker and 
office belder who uses his power to 
bleed the public treasury for his own 
selfish needs. 
“The jails in many counties are 
dirty, ill ventilated and 
conducted

ask why not, they tell us each sheriff 
follows the lead of his predecessors 
and ‘there ye ar-re,’ says Mr. Haole/. 
Let us be grateful that one sheriif 
had the courage to tread a new path. 
Sheriff Wheeler of Sangamon county 
turned back to the comity all the 
money not actually expended for the 
prisoner’s food and Miss Hinriehsen 
said when he gave back the thous­ 
and of dollars he might have kept 
the jails of Illinois rocked on their 
inundations.’ 
In Morgan county we 
pay 50 cents a day to our sheri f 
lor each prisoner. 
W hat do you pay 
in your county? 
You have a right to 
know. 
Too often the jail, instead of 
being a corrective 
and deterr ug 
agent, is a school for criminals, tho 
winter resort of vagrants, bums and 
bootleggers, 
lf this class could be 
compelled to work on the streets or 
loads their number would be great­ 
ly lessened. . 
“ The care of the 
poor requires 
methods different from that required 
for criminals . Help should be given 
so that it m ar not only relieve the 
immediate distress, but Help the poor 
to help themselves. 
“ In counties where the associated 
(harities or other 
private 
charity 
workers co-operate with the county 
officials in the disposition and expen­ 
diture of the poor funds, much good 
is accomplished with perm anent re­ 
sults.’’ 


NEW PAVING PLAN 


Believes that 
Street 
Raving With 
Drainage iii Center 
Would (Jive 
Rest Results. 
Mayor IL J. Rodgers, who Is es- ; 
pecially interested in the matter of j 
public im provement and who aas an 1 
understanding of 
engineering 
and | 
mechanical problems, 
believes t h a t 
street paving would be more satis­ 
factory if built after a different sys­ 
tem th an t h a t which has prevailed in 
the past. 
The plan of paving used 
in this city and most other cities in 
the past has been to 
construct a 
pavement with a crown -th at is, tile 
center several inches higher than the 
pavement at the curb line. 
Mayor 
dodgers has been studying the m a t ­ 
ter for sem e time and believes th a t 
better results would be attained ii 
the pavem ent were lower in the f e n ­ 
cer than at the curb. 
His idea would 
be to start th e pavement even with 
the curbing and then slope it some­ 
what to the center and have the oth *r 
side of corresponding grade. 
This 
would result of course, in having the 
water run down the center of the 
street at the time of rain or thaw, 
and Mr. Rodgers believes that this 
would do away with the annoyance of 
having refuse matter collect a d j a ­ 
cent to the curbstones. 
The result would be too, that the 
greater part of the surface 
water 
would not rim into sewers at all but 
would be carried to the brook on the 
surface of the pavement. Where con­ 
nection with a s*wer is necessary, it 
would be made in the center of che 
pavement instead 
of al the curb 
.ne, at some corner as is the pres­ 
ent plan. 
Still another good result 
would be to increase the vehicle space 
on corners. 
With provision made for 
draining the*, water along the curb 
lines and into sewer connections on 
street corners it is necessary to p ro ­ 
vide iron aprons to cover tile sewer 
intakes and also to provide 
safe 
crossing for pedestrians. 
In this wov­ 
en some corners at least two feet of 
space on each side of a pavement ii 
riot available for vehicles that paw. 
The idea has appealed to all to whom 1 
Mr. Rodgers has presented it and **n-j 
gineors who have 
discussed the idea I 
see no reason why it is not pr; ct in­ 
utile and believe that it would be be n ­ 
eficial to the public. 
The plan will 
raceive some further 
consideration 
.And may be incorporated into some 
ti 1 he street paving work which is to 
ne done d uring 1916.
